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DR. DIEGO ANGULO TO LECTURE 
HERE ON SPANISH ART HISTORY 




Dr. Diego Angulo Iniquez, one of Spain’s foremost art critics and scholars, will 
•lecture at The Cleveland Museum of Art at 3:45 p.m,, Sunday December 4, 1955, on 
"Spanish Renaissance Architecture.” 

On his first American lecture tour, which is sponsored by The Spanish Institute, 

Inc., of New York, Dr. Angulo's itinerary extends from October through December and 

covers eastern and mid-western United States and Canada. The tour is part of the 

/ . 

institute's program to promote cultural interchange between the United States and the 
Spanish-speaking countries. It willconsist of 19 lectures at ,-even museums and 9 
universities. 

Dr, Diego Angulo Iniquez was born in the Andalusian province of Huelva in 1901. 

His preparatory sohool education was taken at the Institutes.’: of Seville and Madrid, 
and his doctorate from the University of Madrid. Later, he studied at the University 
of Berlin and the Centro de Estudios Historicos, Madrid. 

In 1925, Dr. Angulo was appointed professor of History of Art at the University 
of Granada, and for the next 10 years was Director of the Laboratorio de Arte at the 
University of Seville, Since 1939, Dr. Angulo has been Professor of History of Modern 
Art at the University of Madrid. From 1940 to 1953, he has been Secretary of the 
Instituto ”diego Velazquez de Historia de Arts", and is presently Director of the 
Institue. Since 1940 he has directed the publication of the periodical Archivo Sspanol 
de Arte, and has been Conservador Adjunto and now Patronato of the Prado Museum. 

In 1933, Dr. Angulo went to Mexico to study Spanish colonial architecture. In 1946, 
he toured Cuba, the Dominian Republic, Puerto Rico, Jamaica, Guatemala, Honduras, San 
Salvador and Costa Rica, These tours provided basic material for his forthcoming volume, 
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a det iled and extensive history of Latin American art. 

Despite his other activities, Dr. Angulo's chief Interest still remains the study 
of Spanish painting, which earned for him invitations to lecture in English at the 
Qourtauld and Warburg Institutes of the University of London. He also discovered and 
studied a large number of highly important Spanish paintings in the many private 
collections he visited in England and Scotland. French museums, which are especially 
rich in Spanish paintings, were the object of his next exhaustive tour which he undertook 
last ye; r. This led to the discovery of a lar F e number of works wrongly attributed to 
other schools. 

According to Dr. Walter W* S. Cook, a director of The Spanish Institute, one of 
Dr. Angulo) s most significant contributions to the world of art has been his research 
concerning the work of the Baroque painter, Velazquez, one of Spain's great masters. 

"His findings refute erroneous judgments of numerous critics who would falsify Velazquez's 
true method of work," he said* "Dr, Angulo's most striking discoveries cast a new light on 
the interpretation and true meaning of several of the artist’s famous paintings. They 
reveal that Velazquez was truly a serious thinker and not merely a painter of beautiful 
vignettes," he said.
